OAMOA WANTS

—Establishment of a civil govern- 
ment without dictatorial powers is

Samoa, according to Mrs. Sam- 
uel S. Ripley of Pago Sago, who 
spoke before the International 


Forum of the University of Cali- 
fornia here this afternoon. 

“The people of Samoa, “said 
Mrs. Ripley, “are now at the 
mercy of the arbitrary power of 
the naval governor which is ap- 
pointed by the secretary of the 
navy. 

“The Navy Governor has levied 
a poll tax of $19.34 on every male 
Samoan over 5 feet 2 inches tall, 
and while demanding and exercis- 
ing the right to collect the t 
has consistantly refused to allow 
those taxed to say how the money 
shall be spent. This is a direct 
violation of the most cherished 
traditions—Liberty. 

For years according to Mrs. 
Ripley, the Somoans pleaded for 
schools and willingly paid an 
extra tax for this purpose but it 
was not until 1920 that one was 
established. No good was accom- 
plished as the American teacher 
did not speak Samoan and the 
native pupils understood no En- 
glish. Australian , text books 
whose avowed purpose is “to 
prompt the glory of the British 
Empire” are being used in the 
school without protest from the 
American Navy Governor.
